Covent Garden Cheatre. 

Cymbeline, was well acted here last night ;—after which, The Ser- 
jeant’s Wife was produced, for the first time, at this Theatre. All 
the world saw it at the English Opera House, and here all the princi- 
pal characters have nearly the same representatives. Miss Kelly was, 
as always, the vivifying spirit of every piece she appears in; and 
Miss Goward, and Keeley, were as comic and clever as at the Eng- 
lish Opera-house ; more so they could not be—the Dance, in the open- 
ing scene, was encored—The house was very well attended. 


Drurp Dane Cheatre, 

Last night, the Opera of The Slave, was performed,, Miss Paton 
appearing as Zelinda ; her acting was replete with feeling and delicacy, 
and her singing extremely beautiful, though there is still an evident 
weakness hanging about her, the remains of her Jate severe illness ; we 
trust this will soon wear off, as she certainly, last night, sang with 
considerably more power, than on her first night, and apparently with 
less exertion to herself. Her execution of ‘ Genius of Freedom,’ was 
amazingly brilliant, and called down a cruel encore. The Duet with 
Braham, * When thy Bosom,’ and ‘ Sons of Freedom,’ were exquisitely 
given. Braham sang with prodigious power and effect last night, and 
was encored in nearly every song. Jones, Liston, and Sherwin, were 
all excellent. Mr. Younge deserves praise for a very clever performance 
of Colonel Lindenberg. Cooper's Gambia is powerful, and he gives 
some of the bombastic clap-traps of the part, with great effect ; yet, 
we must confess that we now and then hesitated how to class certain 
points, whether as the sublime or the ridiculous; the audienee, how- 
ever, had no such difficult,, but received the whole performance with 
the loudest applause. The Gambler's Fate concluded.—The house was 
very full. 

Mixor Taeatre.—On Thursday evening the Tragedy of Douglas 
was very respectably performed here. Mr. Morland’s Young Norval 
only wanted a tittle more energy to have made it a highly effective per- 
formance. Mr. Byron played Glenalvon with much propriety; and 
Mr. Williams would have done better-ir Lord Randolph, if he had 
not tried so much to imitate Kean. Mrs. Goodwin’s Lady Randolph 
was a very clever perfoimance ; but, like Mr. Morland’s WVorval, would 
have been better if she had exerted herself more. A Young Lady 
played nna, whose name was not announced ; we may congratulate 
her on her. performance of this part ; she made a very insignificant 
sharacter of some importance, by the propriety and good sense which 
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she evinced in her delineation of it. We would advise Miss M. Dunn, 
of the Caledonian Theatre, when next she favours us with a Hornpipe 
to wear her trowsers not quite so tight ;—whatever the good people 
of Edinburgh may think of such an exposure, we consider it perfectly 
disgusting. Charles the Second concluded, with nearly the same cast 
we have had gccasion to praise more than once, except that Mrs, 
Goodwin played Lady Clara instead of Miss Wilson ; and Mr. Strange 
made a spirited and effective King Charles ; unfortunately in his hurry 
to change his habiliments for the scene where be comes on as a sailor, 
he had forgotten to fasten up a very essential part of his dress ; this 
excited a good deal of merriment for the moment, until the assistance 
of Rochester repaired the omission. 


Mr. Melrose, Mr. Pyne, and Miss Forde, are shortly to appear at 
the Coburg ;—they make their debut in The Lord of the Manor ;— 
Sloman is to be the Moll Flaggon.—Young Smith, the American Ro- 
scius, is also engaged there. Blanchard, the Pantaloon of Drury, 
goes to Covent Garden. Messrs. Carruthers and Morris have obtain- 
éd a license for the Royal Brauswick Theatre now erecting, it is to 
open on the day after Christmas Day. Miss Foote has arrived in 
London from Paris; she is engaged at Drury. 

At the Dover Theatre, last week, The Rivals, and Returned Killed, 
were performed, by Desire of Colonel Monro.—Between the Comedy 
aud Farce, Miss Jervis, in character, introduced Miss Graddon’s new 
Song, ‘ Oysters Sir,’ which met an unanimous encore.
